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AND  MEAT 


World  livestock  numbers  (cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  and  sheep)  have  maintained 
a  constant  upward  trend  during  the  past  11  years.     The  most  rapid  rate  of 
expansion  occurred  between  I96U  and  1968  when  cattle  numbers  increased  an 
average  of  2  percent  each  year  and  hog  numbers  5-5  percent.     During  the  same 
period,  world  sheep  numbers  increased  a  little  over  1  percent  annually.  From 
1968  to  1969,  the  upward  expansion  in  cattle  and  hog  numbers  leveled  off  but 
recovered  in  1970,  when  hog  numbers  as  of  early  1971  were  up  8  percent  and 
cattle  numbers  1  percent. 


World  cattle  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  the  decade  totaled  a  little  over  1 
billion  head.     Expanding  at  the  rate  of  2  percent  annually  until  1968  and  1 
percent  thereafter,  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  1971  totaled  1.2  billion  head. 
The  major  cattle  producing  countries  in  order  of  importance  have  been  the 
United  States,  the  USSR,  Brazil,  and  Argentina. 

With  the  exception  of  2  years  (1966  and  1967)9  U.S.  cattle  numbers  have 
trended  continuously  upward  reaching  a  high  of  115  million  head  in  early  1971. 
A  reduction  in  dairy  cattle  numbers ,  which  was  not  fully  compensated  by  an 
increase  in  beef  numbers,  was  responsible  for  the  1966  and  19&7  downturns. 

Numbers  in  the  USSR  have  varied  during  the  period  depending  upon  the  avail- 
ability of  grain  and  roughage  and  on  government  policy.     The  sharp  increase  in 
USSR  cattle  numbers  which  occurred  during  1965  and  1966  was  in  part  due  to  the 
greater  emphasis  placed  on  raising  cattle  on  small  private  plots.     Good  feed 
supplies  and  growing  conditions  also  favored  the  increase.     Numbers  started  to 
turn  downward  in  19^9,  but  the  trend  was  reversed  in  1970  as  a  result  of  im- 
proved grain  supplies  and  increased  Government  purchase  prices  for  livestock

products.     In  early  1971  USSR  cattle  numbers  reached  a  record  high  of  99  mil- 
lion head — a  3^+  percent  increase  over  their  i960  level  of  7^  million  head. 

Brazil's  cattle  population  is  among  the  largest  of  the  "world.     Numbers  totaling 
97  million  head  in  early  1971  were  at  a  record  high.     Despite  the  size  of 
Brazil's  cattle  population,  which  is  roughly  twice  that  of  Argentina's, 
Argentina  exceeds  Brazil  in  beef  production. 

Numbers  in  Argentina  reached  an  alltime  high  of  51.5  million  head  at  the 
beginning  of  1968.     Trending  downward  in  1'968  and  1969,  they  recovered  some- 
what during  1970  and  reached  50  million  head  as  of  early  1971. 

Numbers  in  the  EC  reached  a  record  high  of  nearly  53  million  head  in  1969.  A 
decline  in  Italian  numbers  during  196~9  an(^  i-n  West  German  numbers  in  1970 
brought  cattle  numbers  in  the  EC  as  of  early  1971  down  to  52  million  head. 

Hogs 

World  hog  numbers  increased  rapidly  between  I96U  and  1968  but  an  absolute 
decline  was  recorded  in  early  1969  due  to  a  reduction  in  USSR  and  Eastern 
European  numbers.     World  numbers  recovered  in  1969  and,  as  of  early  1971,  their 
upward  trend  has  been  maintained.     The  principal  hog  producing  countries  in 
order  of  importance  are:  the  United  States,  the  USSR,  and  Brazil. 

With  no  distinguishable  trend  over  the  past  11  years,  hog  numbers  in  the  United 
States  have  fluctuated  from  a  low  of  ^+7  million  head  in  1966  to  their  present 
high  of  over  67-5  million  head.     The  sharp  decline  in  U.S.  hog  numbers  as  of 
early  1966  resulted  from  relatively  low  prices  in  the  second  half  of  1963  and 
throughout  196^+. 

Numbers  in  the  USSR  have  fluctuated  with  wider  swings  than  have  U.S.  numbers. 
USSR  hog  numbers  reached  a  high  of  70  million  head  in  early  1963.  Following 
a  sharp  cutback  caused  by  feed  shortages,  numbers  fell  to  a  low  of  hi  million 
head  in  I96U. 

Brazilian  numbers  have  maintained  an  almost  constant  upward  trend  since  their 
i960  level  of        million  head  to  their  present  high  of  67  million. 

Numbers  in  the  EC  have  also  trended  upward  during  the  decade,  increasing  from 
their  i960  level  of  32  million  head  to  their  present  high  of  52  million. 

Sheep 

World  sheep  numbers  over  the  period  have  increased  gradually  but  in  the  last  k 
years  appear  to  have  stabilized  at  around  1  billion  head.     Australia  and  the 
USSR  are  the  largest  sheep  producing  countries. 

Except  for  a  severe  cutback  in  1965,  Australian  numbers  have  increased  con- 
tinuously from  a  low  of  153  million  head  in  1961  to  a  high  of  180  million  head 
in  early  1970.     At  the  beginning  of  1971,  Australian  numbers  totaled  179-5  mil- 
lion head,  down  slightly  from  their  1970  high  due  in  part  to  severe  droughts  in 
Queensland. 
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Numbers  in  the  USSR  reached  a  high  of  lk0.6  million  head  in  early  1969.  A 
severe  winter  that  same  year  brought  numbers  down  to  130.7  million  by  early 
1970.     Numbers  recovered  somewhat  by  early  1971  and  totaled  138  million  head— 2 
percent  under  their  1969  high  of  1^0.6  million  head.

This  publication  is  part  of  a  series  of  outputs  utilizing  the  ADP  system.  It 
supersedes  all  annual  issues  since  i960  on  world  livestock  numbers.     The  ADP 
system  is  being  used  to  assure  greater  comparability  of  data  among  the  coun- 
tries enumerated.
